women, as had beenecarmally knowne of Achmet to their at 
cuftomed Pallaces , and accuſtomed manner of magnificence, 
and expences. Preſemly followed the ſetling of the Baſhames 
in their authority, intheir ſeuerall Prouinces, and ouer-looking 
the Citie Officers with confirmation of ſuch, as were worthy. 
Laſt of all, his Armies and Nauies were muſtred, not that hee 
pretended any warre, but becauſe he would commit no Solle- 
ciſme in gouernment, or giue the Souldiers occaſionto ſulpe, 
that he knew not , how to maintaine his greatneſle : Thus is 
 MeftaphaEmperour , and they had twoyeeres triall of his 
diſpoſition, whereby they found him harmleſle,and rather ſub.

he vnderſtood the occaſion, and ſo according to former prepa=

the Warre, was yet acquainted with Oathes and Curles, to 
' chide both himſelfe and Fortune. Ar laſt the Baſhawes ſecing 


no remedy and finding ſo great obſtacles of their attempts, pro= 
ieQed the preſeruation of the Emperors perion; but ir may be 


to ſecure their owne lives, & ſo entrenched themſclues, being(as 


they ſaid) the firſt time that euer ſogreatan Army of Twrkes 
was encloſed within walles, by which occafion, neceſſity com- 
peld themto confeſſe, they had new worke in hand, and that 
there wasnothing {o eaſie, as to cry tothe warre, but nothing ſo 


difficult as to returne with Victory.

0000. men : For many times they met abour the ſeeking of 
Victuall, and there fought it out : many times they encountred 
in forraging,and getting prouifion for their Horſes:many times 
their courages werelo exaſperated, that with equall incoun- 
ters and appointed Sallies they returned home againe, finding 
the iſſue nothing bur ſlaughter and hloud, and many times they 
determined to deceiue one another by taking the Riuers and 
paſſing the Foords, which ended not without deftruftion, and 

criſhing of whole Companies. As for ſet Battails;or one dayes 


_ tryall by equall agreement of both parties, it neuer came to fo 
formidable a buſines, or remarkakle aduenture : and therefore 


Tcan but wonder at the ſhamelefle reports of ftrange men, and 


. weake Cergificates by Corantes from Foraine parts, eſpecially 


to hauethem Printed,to talke of ſo many Thouſands ſlaine, the 
Prince kill'd, $:g1/-20xd defeated, and the whole Army put to 
flight, when yet as I faid,there was neuer any ſuch matter, nor 
any ſet Battaile fought. 

. Yet although the Polonrans had rather the better, then the 
Turkes, they did not runne away. fo faſt with proſperity, but 
they were ſubije&t to many inconueniences, and they ſawe 
Plainely the warres were no May-games : For they endu- 
of both Hunger and Colde, flacknes of payment, -and 
eficir entertainment came many times ſhort ; The Noble

'The noble Generall died in the Campe, the Princelay 
ſicke of a Feuer, their horſe miſcarried, and other.lamenta. 
ble effeAstaught them extraordinary patience, which made 
them attend good conditions of peace, and: when they 
found they might be entertained, they were not ſcrupulaus 
or thought itany deſparagement to propoſe the ſame. 
When the Baſhawes were thus diſzppointed. (eſpecially 
 Hebermet Baſhaw) who wascueran'enemy to the Ioldanian 
bulſines, and that he ſaw the yong Empcrour cuery way dif. 


contented , bur eſpecially with himſclte, as blaming his- . 


owne vnhappinetle , that hee ſhould in the firſt triall of his 
. manhood be fovnfortunate, as to open the doore of Chris» 
ſtian apprehenſion ; that the Orhoman fame was now atthe 
 higheſt,and the Turkiſh Empire ſubic todiminucion : hee 
went another way to worke, and perſwaded the yong 
Prince to make tryall of another time,and peace for the pre- 
ſent:nay he did talke of another countrey,. to which when. 


the Turke angerly replyed,he would die firſt, hee enforced 


the argument thatit ſhould be to his honour, and the Po/ack 
ſhould ſceke it with great mediation, + 0 
Ic is aid,the yong Emperbur ſhed teares,and was more a- 
fraid of his diſceputation among his ſouldicrs, then glad of a- 
ny pacification of the preſent troubles; yet neceſſitic had no 
law,and ke was in the end compelled to the propoſed com- 
poſition, But how ? By apollincke contriuing the-bulines, 
and ſecret workings of more nimble ſpirits : for preſently a 
| Prieſt of Moldiunie was ſet on worke togo among the Pg» 
tonians, and by way of generall complaint againft the outra- 


gious effeQt of warre, tocnlarge the happinclle of Peace, 


and inferre-what a-bleſfing ic were to. procure the ſame'; 
whereupon hee was brought to the yong Prince of Polena, 


and commanders'of the Army , with whom. hee atlaſt pre- 
uailed ſo well, and ſofarre,that they ſent a folemncEmbaſſe- = 


cothe preat' Turke, ashe lay entrenched in the ficlds,to en= 


create a/percezand defirethe renouation of the paſs, 
"L Urke - 


which had been cuer betweene thetwo nations, T 
had learndhis lefforr ſo welf, thithee ſeemed co makethe 
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matter ſtrange and of great humiliation fAfle ſhould conſent 
thereunto, andrather a curtefie prantzd then aneceſſicie im- 
poſcd,and foceferred them awhilecill at laſt(asif he had bin ' 
oucr-wrought by che intercefon and mediation of his Ba+ 
fhawes) he was contmited to capitulace the matter,and after 
many meet!n A a great deale of conferencegarticles were 
drawne, and cooafirmed with a mou of ſolemnity,and pro- 
claimed by ſzund of trumpet in both the campes. ©» 
 Butſee theconditivnof men , and the inconueniences 
that great Emperours are {ubieft vnto? for all the /anizarres 
themſelues neither durſt,nor could maintaine the werre an y 
longer, and were indeed affronted with an ouer-maſtring 
. power,and an over-ruling diſcipline of warre ; yet they ra= 
ther complained of the Emperor, as being vnfortunate, then 
 theirownq cqywardicey as being ouer-mated , and: ſo brake 
vp the cammpe witha inde of murmnring and repining. The 
great Turke tookecalte Iourneys toward Andrivops/iz,where 
he diſcharged. the Tartars, and ſent molt of his Janizaries be- 
fore hand to Cenflantinople. Sigiſmond king of Poland railed 
his army, and rewerdiug the Coſſacks, diſmiſſed them home 
apaineinto their country;he wentin perſon to Leepo/u from 
whence (by this time O/man was come to the great cittic) 
 heſent afolemne Embatladorto be there a Leiger, as ithad 
\_ bin in formecrtimes, | 
By Chriſtmas O/man comes home,and had the accuſtomed. 
acclamations ofthe people, with all the ceremonies of his re= 
turne,whereupon he goes in great pompeto the Sophia, and 
had the vſefull guard of his Court [anizaries to-attend him: 
but within ſhort ſpace. many fearefull accidents appalled 
them all, and ſuch a miſchicfe fellowed ,. as they could not 
example by any preſident. Firſt, they were aſtoniſhed at a 
blazing Comet,about which many men did rauc in the in-. 
Fi, | terpretation.. Secondly, they were afrighted at a great fire 
hapning amongſt the /ewes, which they preſaged ominous. 
eo.the gouernment, Thirdly, a fore earthquake made their 
hearts quake for feare : but this is ſo vſuall in thoſe parts by 
_ reaſon of the aſcending vpthe hills, and many Caucrns -—

Ic for any ligne of diſpleaſure, Fourthly , the Sea ſwelling 
extraordinarily, and the winde from the Southweſt driving 
the billowes into the corner of the harbonr, made ſuch a 
noyſ{c and forinidable ſound, ascatching the tackles of the 


ſhips and gallies in his whiſtling, that they were afraid euen 


cf common accidents. | 


Laſt ofall, and worſtof all , by reaſon of the great con 


. courſe of people,and reſort of ftrangers;fuch a famine happe- 
ned in the city , and dearth in the cotintrey, that eucry one 
complained , and thoughit was remedileſle by che pollicy 


of man, yet was the fault Iayed'vpon Superiours, and the 
E:npcrour himſelfe did not eſcape ſcaridall and calumnia- 


For while the Uiceers and principall Officers endevoured 
the common good, and [tudicd the Weale publike, which 


could not be done, but by diſcharging the Citie of multi- 
tudes of Inhabitants; all was interpreted to be done for 
cheir private wealth, and ambitious ouecr-ruling of others : 


but when it came to the diſcharging of many lawzaries and 


ſouldiers out of the Cicie,to Jiue asic werein garriſon in the 
Countrey, and that the Emperour was ſlacke tn their Dopna- 
tives,and former allowances out of his Treaſuries they ſtor- 


med beyond meaſure, and threatened the Viceers and Ba 
fhawes to haue a beteer account of the Bulincile'; crying 
out, they would not be quiet, till they were imployed in. 

one Seruice,or other, To this the Viceer replyedgthat hee 


wondered art their baſenefſe and audaciouſneſle, that ha- 


uing fayled in all their Enterpriſes, they durſt yet com- 
| plainc of any accident, more then their owne cowardize. 
1 _ As for the ſatisfying of wilfull men, they would not vio- 


late the Lawes' of Nations, or infringe the contrafted 


Peace with other Kingdomes, to appeaſe che mutiniecs of 


curbulent ſpirits, who, if they might haue their owne 
demaunds, knew not what to demaund, As for your 
ſclues, what would you haue ? you know the treaſure is

ble yen better then vntoltinking weedes and nectles, which 
cruſhed hard, looſe their force,, and cannot hurt at all ; but 
ently handled,will.lting and endamage one, 
 Tillthis they were not.much enraged, but now no flames 
could cxx(tuate more then fury and-rauings: for they dared 
tocondemnethe Viceeres, and crycd out on their childiſh

Well, they are quieted all chistime z the ſuſpition of fur-

ments: all could not avayle, to at[wage the anger of the

It is farther reported, that the Emperour had given in 
charge to the Keeper of the Tower, that hee ſhould ſuffer 

 W1uftapha todie of hunger, to anoid thoſe diſgraces and ac- 
cidents which lince are befallen him : and it ſeemeth hee 
had zlreadie ſuſtaitied ſome want of foode ; for ſo ſoone as 
hee came to be ſet at libertie by the people , hee preſent! 
cryed out for Water, ſaying, hee was ready to dic of thirſt, 

and that if hee had not come out-of priſon when hee did, 
hee preſently had yeelded vp his life, being(as hee ſaid) won« 
derfully preſerued by his God MMahomet, 

When the young Emperour 0/a4» was brought to his 
preſence, hec kneelcd on his knees, and craued pardon of 
him for his life, as heretofore Grroman had done the like to 
him: but 17zftapha anſwered, ſaying, that fauour I haue re- 

. cejued commeth from heauen, and not from your hand. 
__ Heeafterwargs cauſed the Grand 74»frr,the great Turkes 
 ynckle,to be pur todeath, who had formerly bereaved him 
of ſo great an Empire, and made him a aſl, which is as 
much to fay,as a man depofed from his Office, Hee placed 
In the roome of the dead Viſier,Dant Paſcias,a man of great 
 Wifedome,and one thathad demeaned himfclfe well in mat-

To come to concluſion z never was ſoviolent an aRt fo 
ſuddenly performed,nor ſo quickly repented : For the 1axs- 
zaries [tood amazed at their owne villanie, & by night there 
was nota man fecne,that durſt juſtifie their treaſons;for they 
fled for the preſent,no man knew whither, and*thoſe which 
remained, were afraid to ſtand for the glory of the Houſe of 
O/man, but they would line and die in the obedience of a 


worthy Emperor.
